"Menace" 
In Balkan 
Tiff^ Told 

GENEVA, May 23 (ff) — 
The ll-nation Balkans inves* 
tigation commission today 
formally sigiiet} a report to 
the United Nations secuiity 
council recommending that 
support of armed bands vi<><' 
lating Balkan frontiers should 
be considered a menace to 
world peace, subject to ac- 
tion by the U. N. 

American and Russian 
sources said there was no 
formal vote on this conclusion, 
but that nine nations favored 
it. Russia and Poland were 
opposed. 

The Infonnsnts also said that the 
commission approved 8 to 3 a secUon 
blaming Yugoslavia, primarily, for 
the support ot guerrilla warfare In 
northern Qreece. and declaring that 
Albania and Bulgarli^ were blame- 
worthy to a lesser degree. Condi- 
tions within Greece were decided 
a contributing factor. 

Zll-Fage Report 

Along with the 2Sl-page final re- 
port, termlnaUng theh* four-month 
Investigation of Qreek frontier Inci- 
dents, the commission members also 
ordered transmitted to the security 
council more than 10,000 pages of 
records and documents relating to 
the InveetlgsUon. 

The majority report said It recog- 
nized the physical Impossibility of 
controlling the flov of refugees 
across frontiers. 

KefUfM Study Urged 

It urged, however, that the security 
council recommend that the gov- 
ernments concerned study the prac- 
ticability of concluding agreements 
for the voluntary tranaler of minor- 
ities. 

The report sold the commission 
believed political refugees and those 
who ned their countries In panic 
were "a serious contributing factor 
to the present sltuttlon." and that 
"propaganda has served to Inflame 
passions which aheady are too high."

SOVIET 'CO-OPERATION'? 
Premier Stalin has developed a atandard 
let ol answers for his Interviews with visiting 
Americans. They are the answers of a genial, 
courteous host. In the course of tiipe they 
bave become as familiar as, say, Mr. Molo- 
tov's views on German reparations or Mr. 
Oromyko's opinions on American aid to 
Qreece. 

Tbt B«neralisslmo thinks that atomic war- 
tare can be prohibited. He is certain that 
the capitalistic and communistic systems can 
exist peaceably in the same modem world. 
The essential Ingredient ot this peaceable 
existence, he feels, la co-operation. 

All these things he told to Harold Btassen, 
his most recent visitor from the United 
States. But somehow they seem a little less 
ntssuring wltlx 47017 repetition, since their 
amiable senUitteBta. are nowhere translated 
Into action lO tAr U the naked western eye 
cau'sei. 

Mr/'ttailta#;<IU^ were a bit more 
pointed ttipmiiwbt his Ame^can predeoes- 
toOi- AXma jtDltit be pinned Mr. Stalin down 
ind alked'tuu to iquare his present stand 
with earlier speeches about capitalistic! en- 
circlement. 

The premier's response was that he did 

- feftrwelrelemmt, that the Soviet union had 
always been eager to co-operate, and stUl was 
today. His Implication was that the capltal- 
Jitlo countries' unwillingness to -do likewise 
-vai at the: root of most of the world's prea- 

-^t trouble.

jdldnot ask Mr. Stalin tq^glvehls definition 
of coH)perattdh. The answer siire^ would 
:faaTe been moat interesting and instructive. 
Ai It la we are left to define Russian co- 
operation from the sum "Of Russian diplo- 
matic actions.

m the fade of that familiar history we can 
only ask again what has been asked many 
times before: Is Mr. Stalin giving a false 
picture of Soviet Intentions to his American 
Interviewers, or is he a kindly-disposed fig- 
urehead who no longer has a major voice In 
Shaping Russian policy? 

Neither alternative is encouraging. But 
vo may at least take heart in the thought 
that Mr, Stalin is stlU the publicly ac- 
knowledged leader of the Russian people. We 
may be glad that Mr. Stalin Is still on friendly 
speaking temis with America: And we may 
hope that he still speaks with a voice of 
authority. 



FIRST SAFETY PROBLEM 



One of the principal, problems confronting 
the Twin Falls chapter of the Idaho Safety 
eounoll wl|l be reckless driving and other 
traffic violations In this vicinity. 

The unusually high percentage ol deaths 
apd injuries resulunt from automobile acci- 
dents, in this immediate area calls for dras- 
tic action' which the local safety council 
hopes to work out with the city's law enforce- 
ment authorities. 

At a recent meeting of the newly-organUed 
safety board, special consideration was given 
the local traffic problem. It is common 
knowledge that Idaho drivers have a bad 
xeputatlon In other states, it was pointed 
out, and in Califomis, for instance, cars 
bearing Idaho licenses are given a wide berth 
for fear of "craiy drivers." 

Perhaps It's because Idaho motorists, as a 
general rule, are not accustomed to driving 
bi heavy traffic. - That may explain why too 
many of those operating automobiles In this 
state either disregard our traffic laws or do 
not even go to the trouble of famlUarlBlng 
themselves with all such statutes. On the 
part of some. It's outright arrogance, without 
any consideration for others. In this cate- 
gory are those who run stop signs, drive at 
excessive speeds, and make general nuisances 
of themsnlves on the highways. 

All of which accounts for the abnormally 
blgh number of auto accidents with their re- 
sultant toll of death and injury.

Now, If you will go back with me 
to -^ome events of 'last August, I 
will m^aphona lo you soma points 
of amusing but sad importance In 
our politics. 

When the RepubUeana were nom- 
inating their man for nnator, 
Dewey wanted Ueut-Oen. Hugh A. 
Drum, retired. Notwithstanding all 
the hypocritical clamor agaliut 
religion at a contlderaUtti In poll> 
tics, every politician knows, and ao 
do many votera, that religion la In 
many caaea the first oonalderaUon. 

Franklin D. Rooaavalt and other 
prealdenta have bowed to this politi- 
cal rule, oaia plain result ol which la 
that we alwayr have one Oatholle 
and one Justice of tha Jewish faith 
on the nvrame court of the United 
States, as we have today, both ap' 
polnteee of Rooeevelt, with religion 
the fhst consideration. 

Ocneral'Drum la a Oathdlc, UaJ, 
Oen. WllUam J. Donovan, who op- 
posed Drum, and Dewey, for the Re- 
publican senatorial nomination, la a 
Catholic, too. Dewey knew he coUld 
not huidle Donovan, who has a 
habit of being bla own man, and, as 
head of the party, the governor op- 
posed him. 

Dewey was abeohitely confident 
that he would win for himself, but 
It was conceded that he would have 
to tow-rope hla senatorial candidate, 
whoever that candldste might be. In 
the conteat against Bertwt H. Ldi- 
man. Ur. Lehman had made a good 
reputation as a governor, but, more- 
over, the practical fact was recog. 
nised by both Democrats and Itepub- 
Ucana that he would poll an enor- 
mous jewlah vote In the city of New 
York, M he did. 

Because Jews and Catholics get 
along weU to New York pollUca, the 
RepubUeana, having no Jewlah per- 
sonally comparable to Lehman, de- 
cided lo pick a Catholic. That would 
Jutt about equallie things fat the 
field of religious consideration. 

Inasmuch ss Dewey's personal 
•trength would bo a factor In the 
election of the Republican candtdaU 
for senator, the jnanagera of tho 
Republican machine Insisted that he 
deeerred a man who would atay 
hitched and loyal. 

Donovan wat not, and no great 
friend ot Dewey. A amear waa Issued 
against Donovan chargln him with 
hoatlltty to organised labor. That 
show of hosUUty had consisted of hU 
performance cI hla iwom duly aa a 
publlo prosecutor In sending to pais- 
on -some union crimlnala who had 
dynamited a passenger car on a 
struck railroad 35 years ago.

'Slot' Opinion 
Holds Private 
Room Needed 

Jln^.opbilon_.pitp«w4„»t the re- 
ueit of Pocatello olty officials by 
Attorney Oenoral Robert Ailsble 
and received for Informational pur- 
poses by Twin lUla county officers 
"kicks the props out from under" 
previous Interpretations placed upon 
newly-enscted slot machine leglsla- 
Uon. 

Commenting upon the' portion of 
the Uw tbst mokes It illegal to per- 
mit any person under 30 years of 
age to ploy the machlocs or to per- 
mit operation of ouch devicee in 
public places where persona imder 
30 yean of age would have access 
thereto, the attorney general delves 
at length into the meaning of the 
word, "access." 

He writes, "We have come to the 
conclusion that It would be proper 
and within the meaning of the law 
to license slot machines to l>e oper- 
ated In rooms inside c public places 
where the room li maintained sep- 
arately .from the public place. When 
I say sepiratelf, I mean that the 
room would have to be entirely en- 
closed and have a door that Is kept 
closed, except when necessary for 
Ingress or egress, and have a sign 
forbidding persfins under 30 yean 
of age from en term g the said room." 

01 the section referring to the 
word, "sccfM," he continues. "We 
feel that this section must necessar- 
ily have been included In the act fcr 
the purpose of preventing persons 
under the age of 10 from coming in 
contact with, seeing, or loit^lng 
about slot machines, or any place 
where slot machines are operated, 
and was not put Into the ar' for the 
purpose of preventing persons under 
the age of 30 from playing. The 
only logical cohstmctlon that ' e ore 
abiB to come to Is th- ' the legislature 
muat have felt that the operation of 
slot machines would constitute a t>ad 
Influence on persons under the age 
of 30 years snd that they Intended to 
provide that machines shaulf* not be 
operated by anyone at a place where 
persons under 30 years wsuld, or 
could, watch the operation of the 
said machines." 

In concluding. Atlshle declares: 
"We believe that' the construction 
thst we place upon this section Is 
the (^vlous meaning and that to 
permit slot machines to be put into 
public places where they are either 
not segregated at all from the public, 
br where the segregation is made 
simply by a small railing aiul ths 
machines and the operation of the 
machines can be seen by persons un- 
der 30 years of age, does not. and 
would not, effect the purpose of the 
statute."
